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“A HERO GONE 


Gen. Logan’s Name Added to 
the Long List 


Of Brave Soldiers Sleeping till Final 
Roll-Call. 


Capital and Oountry Plunged in Grief 
by his Leath. 


Words Of Sympathy and Condolence for the Dead 
General’s Family from All Over the 
Land—Preparations for the 
Last Sad Rites. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

WasuinaTon, Dec. {By the Western 
Associated Press.| The death of Senator 
John A. Logan, announced yesterday, was 
received with mingled astonishment and re- 
gret. His death occurred 3 minutes before 
3 o'clock yesterday afternoon. It is stated 
that the General’s body will no doubt be 
be taken to Illinois for burial, ut 
no definite arrangements will be made 
for the funeral until Mrs. Logan, who is 
wholly prostrated, can be consulted. Citi- 
zens of Springfield, Lil, have offered a plot 
near the final resting place of Lincoln for 
the burial of the dead soldier. The Illinois 
Legislature, which meets a week from 
Wednesday, will elect a suecesssr to Gen. 
Logan. The deceased statesman was born 
February 9, 1826, thus making him nearly 
61 years of age. 

TRIBUTES OF RESPECT. 

On every sidé are heard tributes of respect 
from intimate friends. President Cleve- 
land said he was inexpressibly shocked by 
the news of Senator an’s death. From 
his own limited personal acquaintance with 
him he had formed a — opinion 
of him as a_ sincere, frank and gen- 
erous man, and his loss would be very sen- 
sibly felt by hosts of personal friends through 
out the country, who had become 
attached to because of his 
qualities of heart, and by the 
large, whom he had served well as a Union 
soldier and in the highest branch of the 
National Legislature. Mrs. Cleveland sent 
a note expressing her sym- 
pathy and thatof the President, and saying 
that the latter was too ill to call and thus 
show in person his respect for the memory 
of the dead. 

APPEARANCE OF THE REMAINS. 

One who saw the remains of Gen. Logan 
this morning, the embalmers having com- 
pleted their work and the body being ready 


‘for its casket, its appearance as 


lifelike and but littlé wasted. rs. Logan’s 
condition is gradually mending, some por- 
tion of last night ssed in deep 
sleep, the first she has taken for some time. 
THE NEWS AT SPRINGFIELD. 

SPRINGFIELD (IIl.), Dee. 27.—The an- 
nouncement of Senator Logan’s death 
caused widespread feelings of regret and 
sorrow in this city. Flags were placed at 
half-mast and a meeting of citizens was 
called atonce. The following telegram of 
sympathy was adopted and forwarded to 

. Logan: “The people of Springfield 
extends sympathy and condolence to the 
family of John A. Logan, citizen, states- 
man. soldier and patriotic defender 
of his country. An _ executive com- 
mitttee of fifteen was appointed to 
take charge of any future arrangements 
that may be deemed proper. Goy. Oglesby 
sent a dispatch tendering his sympathy and 
asking if he or any State officers could ren- 
der any assistance in connection with the 
funeral ceremonies. The news of the death 
of Senator Logan was so unexpected and 
caused such sadness that prominent political 
citizens have deemed it improper to express 
decided views as to fils successor. Gov. 
Oglesby peremptorily declined to be inter- 
viewed on the subject. 

PREPARATIONS FOR THE FUNERAL. 

W ASHINGTON, Dec. 27.—The members of 
the Illinois delegation in Congress who are 
now in Washington held a meeting at the 
Logan mansion this afternoon, in com- 

liance with the suggestion offMrs. Logan, 
for a consultation. Mrs. Logan’s wishes 
with regard to the funeral arrangements 
were made known by Representative 
Henderson, with whom she had been 
conferring. er inclinations favored a 
funeral in the Senate Chamber after 
the reassembling of Congress, and inter- 
ment in the meantime in the Congressional 
cemetery here. The matter was discussed, 
but no conclusion was reached, the subject 
being postponed until tomorrow. Senator 
Sherman was at the mansion this afternoon 
and was in consultation with Mrs. Logan 
who sought his advice regarding the funeral 
arrangements.

The Railway Commission Denies an 

Appeal from Los Angeles.

We beg, therefore, to inform you that 
the corner of Washington and San 
Pedro, at whieh Mr. Pattison 
resides is known as Washington-street sta- 
tion of the Los Angeles and Independence 
Railroad, and is distant from our Los An- 
geles depot three-fourths of a mile. Since 
August 18, 1886,.15 cents has been our fare 
between those points. We cannot reduce it 
to 5 cents, as su pane by Mr. Pattison, 
and we cannot well make it 10 cents. Prac-

It would —_ ,000 to light the city 
with gas to the t extent, with gas at 
50 cents per 1 

Mr. Kuhrts favored a 2-years’ contract. 
The former Council had ordered two new 
masts. 

A member of the Council complained that 
the lights were not what they used to be. 
Mr. Howland explained that electricity 
could not be controlled the same as other 
lighting powers. It depended on the elec- 
trical condition of the atmos here. Some 
nights the engine would work 25 per cent. 
harder and give less light : ew on other 
nights. Promiment electricians who had 
visited this city had assured him that the 
Los Angeles lights were equal to those to be 
found anywhere. It would not be sound 
business policy for the company to erect new 
masts on a one year’s contract. They could 
ot afford it. ‘The city had a national repu- 
tion as a well-lighted one.

John A. Logan. 


The death of Gen. Logan is a shock 
to the country. Ilis severe illness was 
known, but a fatal termination was 
not generally expected. He was a 
strong man, a national man with a 
national reputation, a statesman and 
a soldier, endeared to millions 
of citizens for his character and his 
achievements in the cause of his 
country. Logan was a good type of 
the volunteer soldier—an ideal type. 
indeed—and his popularity with the 
troops helped him as a commander. 
There was enough of the politician 
about him while in the service 
to make him retain an active interest 
in civil affairs, and to-take a hand in 
them when occasion offered ; but while 
the war lasted he made the business of 
fighting his chief occupation, and never 
let civil honors allure him from the 
field for any considerable period of 
_ time. 


John A. Logan was born in Jackson 


county, Illinois, February 9, 1826, near the 


present town of Murphysboro. His father 
was of Irish descent, and settled in Illinois. 
His mother was from Tennessee. During 
his earlier years his educational privileges 
were few.as in those days in Lllinois schools 
were the exception and their advantages of 
the most Jimited nature. His education was 
obtained largely at home from his father 
and from private teachers, and in 1540 he 
added to his stock of knowledge by attend- 


ing an academy in his native county, 
dignified by the name = of Shiloh 
College. “His quick perception and tena- 


cious memory enabled him to improve thor- 


oughly his fugitive advantages and to retain 
and improve what he acquired at school. 
When the Mexican war broke out, although 
at that time but a lad of 19, he volunteered 
and was elected lieutenant.of a company 
commanded by James Hampton, of Jackson 
eounty. in the First Regiment of Illinois 
Volunteers. With these he faithfully served 
his time, his career being marked especially 
by coolness and unflinching bravery. In 

Toper, IMS, we home. and 


began to study law in the oftice of his uncle, 
Alexander M. Jenkins, formerly Liecutenant- 
Governor of Illinois, and while thus pursu- 
ing his studies, in November, 1349, was 
elected Clerk of his county, which office he 
held until 1850. During that year he at- 
tended law lectures in Louisville, Ky., and 
in 1851 he was admitted to the bar. Return- 
ing home, he began practice with his uncie. 
He obtained almost immediately both promi- 
nence in his profession. and widespread 


popularity. In 1552 he was. elected 
Prosecuting Attorney of the then 
Third Judicial Circuit, and removed 


to Benton, Franklin county, Lil., and in the 
fall of that year was elected to the Legisla- 
ture to represent the counties of Jackson 
and Franklin. On the 27th of November, 
1855, he was married at Shawneetown to 
Miss Mary 8S. Cunningham, daughter of 
John W. Cunningham, formerly Register of 
the Land Office of that place. In 1856 he 
was appointed a Presidential Elector for 
the Ninth Congressional District, and at the 
November election was reé@lected to the 
Legislature. In 1858 he was elected to Con- 
gress by the Democrats of the Ninth Dis- 
trict, receiving a large majority over his Re- 
publican opponent, and atthe outbreak of 
the war he still representing “ Egypt” 
in Congress, having been reflected by 
18,000 majority over his Republican com- 
petitor. 


Gen. Grant classes him: as being as com 
petent a division commander ‘‘as could be 


found in or out of the army.’’ 

His army service is familiar to the country, 
and was of the most distinguished character. 
In the battle of Champion's Hill Logan’s 
division alone captured 1500 prisonérs and 
1) guns. At the surrender of Vicksburg 
Logan, with Genss Ord, MePherson and A. 
J. Smith, accompanied Gen. Grant to the 
point selected for meeting Pemberton, the 
rebel commander, to negotiate for the sur- 
render of the garrison, This accomplished, 
at the appointed hour the garrison marched 
out of their works, formed line in front, 
and stacked arms in the presence of the 
Union army. Logan's division, which 
had approached nearest the rebel works, 
was the first to march in, and the flag of one 
of his regiments was soon floating over the 
courthouse. The close of the. Vicksburg 
campaign, Grant says, “found us with an 
army unsurpassed in proportion to its num- 
bers.”” A military education had been ac- 
quired which no other school could have 
given. Logan had advanced very rapidly in 
his knowledge of war and and his ability to 
command men—so much so that Grant said 
of him and another division ¢ nder: 
“Logan and Crocker ended the campaign 
fitted to command independent armies.”’ 
He had shown himself something of a_poli- 
tician, to be sure, as was natural; but he 
never permitted his politics or his speech- 
making to interfere with his fighting. ‘‘He 
was one man as a soldier, another as a poli- 
tician.”” 

In Grant’s operations against J. E. John- 
ston in 1863, Logan was assigned to conduct 
an important operation against the Con- 
federate commander, for the purpose of pre- 
venting him from detaching troops to ope- 
rate against Sherman in , Mississippi and 
Schofield in East Tennessee. He performed 
his task with his usual skill and alacrity. . 

Upon Gen. Grant's promotion, in March, 
1864, to the supreme command, he at once 
elevated Logan to the command of MePher- 
son’s corps—McPherson having been as- 
signed to the command of the department, 
vice Sherman, who had taken Grant’s place 
when the latter yent to Washington. Grant 
knew his men, end therein lay his great 
strength. 

McPherson having been killed during the 
siege of Atlanta, in the battle of the 22d of 
July, 1564, Logan succeeded to the command 
of the Army of the Tenaessee during the 
remainder of the battle. His report gave 
the total Union loss in killed, wounded and 
missing at 3521, and estimated that of the 
| Confederates to be not less than 10,000. 

After the bloody battle of the 22d of July, 
preparations went on, as beforo, for the cap- 
ture of Atlanta. The work was tedious, 
and the Jipes that had to be maintained 
were very long. On the 27th the movement 
by the right lank commenced. On the 28th 
the enemy struck the Union right, com- 
manded by Logan, with force. Logan 
hastily intrenched his command, resisted 
the Confederate assault, and in turn in- 
flicted great damage on the enemy, who, 
after repeating the assaults uasuccessfully, 
withdrew during tie evening into the town. 
The investment ef Atlanta was thus com- 
plete. The storyof its fail is history. 

In the campaig) in Georgia—the “March 
to the Sea’—Gm. Logan commanded the 
Fifteenth Corpsf the right wing (Howard), 
but, with Frank Blair, left the army to go 
north and takepart in the Presidential cam- 
paign, when raham Lincoln was opposed 
by George b. TeClellan. Logan did not re- 
join his command until after the arrival of 
Sherman at Svannah. Gen. Grant says he 
has no doubtut the leaving of Logan and 
Biair was *‘t the earnest solicitation of the 
War Deparment,” and seems to tacitly 
approve it. 

Logan ha 4 grievance in conseq uence of 
the assignrent by Gen. Sherman of How- 
ard tothe:ommand of the Army of the 
Tennesse With which army Logan had 
served fra the battle of Belmont in 1861, to 
the fall o Atlanta in 1864, having passed 
suecessivly through all grades from colonel 
commaning a regiment to general com- 
mandinj a brigade, division and army 
corps, util, upon the death of McPherson,

Grantin speaking of the episode, rein- 
forcesiis former utterances as to Logan’s 
excelnee as an officer, but justifies Sher- 
man’ action in making the change, which 
he cacedes was made for good motives on 
the art of Sherman. Grant, however, at 
the sme time expresses doubt that Sher- 
mamad an officer with him who could have 
fille MePherson’s place as Logan would 
hav done.

\omas, then threatened by Hood at Nash- 
vie. Grant and the Administration had 
become uneasy at the slowness of Thomas's 
rovements, and Gen. Grant (not 
‘resident Lineoln) directed Logan to 
elieve Thomas. He proceeded on _ his 
way as far as Louisville, where, on the 15th

born, had strong Secession sympathies, and ‘moved against Hood. He consequently pro- 
Logan himself was accused of sharing their ceeded no farther himself, but contented 


sentiments. He was fiercely denounced by 
the Union papers for not declaring himself 
on the subject of the war, but he could no 
be coerced by threats. The accusatiom 
against his loyalty, however, were never 
proven. As early as the special session of 
Congress convened by President Lincola in 
1861 to grapple with the rebellion, Legan 
declared in a speech his undying loyalty and 
devotion to the Union, and this declantion 
he confirmed by long and gallant servfe in 
the field. Before he entered the service and 
while he wasstill a member of Congrss, he 
made a speech to Col. U. 8. Grants regi- 
ment, the Twenty-first Illinois, which, as 
Grant testifies in his ‘‘Memoirs,”’ breathed a 
loyalty and devotion tothe Unios of the 
most intense and lofty character. 

Logan, leaving the halls of Congress, went 
into his district to raise troops. Gen Grant 
says: “The very men who atiirst made it 
necessary to guard the roads in Southern 
Illinois, became the defeaders of the 
Union.” Logan’s district filled every call 
made on it for troops, without resorting to 
the drafts, 

When the blockade of Vicksburg was to 
be run with river steamers, volunteers had 
to be called for froin the army. They were 
speedily forthcoming in numbers sufficient, 
as Grant testifies, to take five times the 
number of vessels thatwere bein: moved 
through that dangerous ordeal. They were 
mostly from Logan's divi: ion. 

In summing up, after writing the story of 
the battle of Raynunit, where Logan did 
gallant service as a division commander, 


himself with telegraphing Thoimnas’s success 
to Washington. There was, properly con- 
sidered, no special significa nce in his action 
in that regard. 


When Sherman marched northward from 


Savannah for the purpose of helping to put

immediately preceding Johnston’s surren- 
der, and wasin at the Grand Review in 
Washington. 
Gen. Logan’s notable and prominent 
career in civil life is known to the country. 
As Commander-in-Chief of the Grand Army 


of the Republic, as Representative and 


Senator, and as Republican candidate for 
Vice-President in 1884, his fame is wide as 


the borders ef the Republie he served so 


well. He came out of the Presidential con- 
test in better shape than he went into it— 


stronger with the country,after having passed 
through the hot fire of partisan criticism and 
assault.

Spence and Workman on Mu- 
nicipal Affairs. 


Valedictory of the City’s Retiring Chief 
Magistrate, 


And Salutatory of His Sacecessor to 
That Office. 


What Mayor Spence Has to Say About the Con- 
dact of the City for Two Years Past, 
and Mayor-elect Workman (Ont- 
lines for the Fature. 


At yesterday’s Council meeting Mayor 
E. F. Spence delivered the following fare- 
well message: 

Gentlemen: At the close of my official 
term I deem it wise to abstain from the sin 
of inflicting upon youan extended, elaborate 
and voluminous message. Yet, it seems 
that our city charter requires that some 
communication be made to your honorable 
body at the close of the year by the retiring 
executive. The years 1885 and 1886 will be 
memorable in the annals of the city of Los 
Angeles—possibly as eventful as any in her 
history during the nineteenth century— 
when the twentieth century shall open and 
unfold the things and the possibilities that 
are now hidden from view, and those that 
come after us intelligently make a compari- 
son between them. And now, all we ask is 
to be judged by the light that was given us. 
During the two years just ended our city 
has developed a growth of prosperity and 
healthy increase almost unparalleled any- 
where. 

In the year 1880 the official census regis- 
tered a population of less than 12,000 
and today I can state, from facts and data 
before me, that we have within our munici- 
pal boundaries at least 45,000 inhabitants.

You have street railroads 
nearly everywhere, horse, cable and electric. 
Your city is lighted with gas and an elec- 
tric system in a manner that would do credit 
to any city. 

Your fire appointments and apparatus ap- 
yarently come up to the requirements of the 
anes. A paid fire department and an elec- 
tric fire alarm seems to be completed. 

Your water supply appears to be abundant, 
and a better and purer article of heaven’s 
distillation is promised in the near future. 
. . Your marts of trade are resonant with 
the healthful hum of life. Your streets are 
crowded with an eager throng gathered 
from many States and many lands. Your 
stores are filled with the bountiful products 
of this favored locality, and ready pur- 
chasers are always in attendance. 

Rock-rimmed mountains to the west, the 
north and the east in crescent form protect 
you from the blighting blastg of the north, 
and your southern borders are bathed in the 
warm waters and health-giving breezes of 
the Pacific sea. 

Between the mountains and the sea Los 
Angeles stands as the fairest of the fair, 
the chiefest among.all the chief attractive 
cities of the world, and the most lovely of 
them all. The most imaginative poets or 
writers of the past never portrayed a scene 
in their wildest moments so grand, so en- 
chanting, so admirable, as that which the 
denizens of Los Angeles every day see in 
absolute realism. lappy Los Angeles! 
what a _ favored lot is thine! The 
home of the cultured, the peaceful 
home gf thousands who have come here to 
prolong their lives and end their days in 
quiet resignation, but more particularly 
the home of the far-seeing, the intelligent, 
the wide-awake, energetic and progressive 
citizen of the times, whose will power 
seems to be omnipotent. He _ wills that 
thoroughfares shall be opened, and straight- 
way it is done; we see houses removed, 
buildings leveled bridges built, rivers 
crossed, hills and valleys brought to a com 
mon grade; we see by the use of @team and 
electricity that the inaccessible hills and 
crags are traversed as easily as the level 

ylaihns, and the darkness of night is made as 
bri ht as,nooday. 

Thus the stranger within our gates reflects 
and muses. . What a responsibility 
rests upon those to whom fis intrusted and 
given in charge the government of our city: 
and it would be presumption in me to more 
than allude to it, for you, gentlemen, under- 
stand it well. 

I trust that the new Council will close its 
term with as clear a record as the one just 
ended. I can truthfully 3 that, in m 
opinion, not a member of the old Council 
ever connived at the misappropriation of a 
dollar. SIt is very true that many excellent 
and good citizens exercise their constitu- 
fonet right to growl at the expenses of the 
city government, yet they do not fully com, 
prehend the various departments contained 
in the municipal machinery, which require 
a constant and large outlay of money, and I 
will here allude only to a few: , 

There is always a large foree of men and 
teams employed upon the streets. 

The public sewers are being cdnstantly 


extended. 

‘The zanja, or irrigating system, is not 
by about $4000. 

The surveying department is quite expen- 
sive, ranging from $25,000 to $30,000 a year. 

The fire department, say $25,000. 

Lighting the city, say $20,000, 

Sprinkling streets, $13,000 per annum. | 

A new department was ‘instituted during 
the year by a “Board of Fruit Pest Inspec- 
tors,’ and is now maintained at a cost of 
about $6000 yearly. This was partly experi- 
mental, and is believed to be useful. 

The interest upon our city debt will aver- 
age over $30,000 a year. | 

I mention these prominent items to give 
the taxpayers an outline of what constitutes 
some ot the expenses of acity. It will be 
noticed that salaries of officers, police ex- 
penses, and a very large outlay for the sup- 
port #t the public schools are not estimated, 

{. hope you will pardon me for mention- 
ing.tuat the salary of the Mayor and his 
clerk is $2400 per year, and i am happy to 
say that during the two year’s term just 
ended there has been paid into the city 
treasury the sum of $8590 from the Mayor's 
court. 

As my successor doubtless has an exhaust- 
ive communication to make to you upon 
assuming, the Mayor’s chair, I might be 
touching upon his ground were I to make 
many special -recommendations, conse- 
quently | will refrain from doing so, except 
in the following instances, and I trust their 
force will be understood without special 
explanation.

Our city is assessed at $19,000,000, when any 
sensible person knows that four times 
$19,000,000 would be near the figure.- A low 
assessment makes a high rate of taxation: a 
fair assessment of values makes a low rate 
of taxation. 

[ would recommend that a street grade be 
established, irrevocable and unchangeable. 

1 would recommend that all contracts, 
plans and specifications for city work, when 
adopted by the Council, be placed on file in 
the office of the City Clerk. 

I would recommend that a solid wall of 
granite be placed in the upper or inner side 
of the embankment of reservoir No. 4. 

And, lastly; | would recommend, as soon 
as practicable, of the main sewer system to 
the Pacific Ocean. This may seem some- 
what visionary, but let me ask the simple 
question, can-we hope for continued pros- 
perity without perfect sanitary arrange- 
ments? 

I feel like congratulating your honorable 
body, and through you congratulating the 
city, upon the favorable auspices under 
which you enter your official duties. During 
the year®just closed many important trans- 
actions in the interest of the city have been 
done well. I wish to allude only to one, 
that is the purchase of the property on Fort 
street for the uses of the city, and a sale of 
a portion of the corner lot on Second and 
Spring streets, facetiously named the mu- 
nicipal mudhole. ‘This transaction was 
managed as cautiously, as shrewdly and as 
honestly as any careful business man would 
manage his own property. I hope that the 
same care will be exercised by our success- 
ors. 

And now, gentlemen, in retiring from an 
office which the people of the city gave me 
willingly two years ago, I do so with a con- 
sciousness of having done my duty. My in- 
tercourse with the members of the Council 
and the officers and attaches of the yarious 
departments has been pleasant. I have 
found fault with some, some doubtless have 
found fault with me; but = impression is 
that each accorded to the other an honesty 
of purpose while differing in opinion.

To my successor I wiil give a cordial sup- 
port, and as I return to the ranks of the 
private citizens, I know [ will, a5 a tax- 
payer and one interested in the welfare of 
our city, feel assured that the men whom 
the peo le have chosen in their electicism to 
guard the interests of all, high and low, 
rich and poor, wil! do so faithfully and well.

MAYOR WORKMAN. 


Sensible Message from the Incoming 
Magistrate. 

Mayor-elect William H. Workman then 
delivered the following salutatory message: 

To the Honorable the Council of the City 
of Los Angeles: In assvming the office of 
Chief Executive of this progressive and pros- 
perous city, [ am deeply sensible of the 
magnitude of the trust reposed in me, not 
only by those who have acted and voted 
with the party to which I belong, but also 
by those numerous electors who, holding 
political sentiments diverse from mine, have 
expressed their preference for me. My sense 
of responsibility is inereased when I reflect 
that the gentleman whose suecessor in office 
1 ai has so well and ably discharged his 
duties that it will be difficult to institute a 
comparison which will not be to his credit. 
1 do not think that any officer of this city 
has sought position or place for mere per- 
sonal purposes, and | am certain that the 
public will require of us all intelligent and 
faithful discharge of the obligations which 
we have voluntarily incurred. There are no 
offices within the limits of this incorpora- 
tion which can be said to be purely honor- 
ary. There is sufficient hard work in each 
place to keep its occupant busy. As I do 
not believe that those who are interested in 
the government of the city require or wish 
for any display but prefer the application of 
practical business rules to municipal require- 
ments, | will proceed to make such recom- 
mendations to you as seem appropriate un- 
der the present circumstances. 

STREETS AND HIGHWAYS. 

The condition of the streets of Los Ange- 
les city and of the highways in the suburbs 
is anything but creditable. Indeed, it is 
almost impossible to drive in any direction 
without encountering some disagreeable 
obstacle, or finding that the road is so rough 
as to 1ender it impracticable to drive with 
any degree of speed or in such a manner as 
to feel that the vehicle or its occupants are 
perfectly safe. Of course it is not easy to 
dletermine exactly what ought to be done to 
improve this condition of affairs. Some of 
our more progressive property-owners have 
been lately making important experiments 
in street paving, and the indications are 
that their enterprise will prove beneficial, 
not only to themselves, but to the entire 
population. The great difficulty to be 
encountered in making street improvements 
is the fact that some of those who own prop- 
erty in the immediate neighborhood wil! no 
unless forced, contribute their share toh 
the necessary expense. This is unfortunate, 
and renders it essential that some 
mode be provided whereby a few cannot 
prevent a general improvement? T trust 
that within the next year the more densely 
and traveled portion of the city 
will be well paved. I cannot desist from 
calling your attention to the condition of 
some of the roads in which the city is in- 
terested. Means can be easily provided 
whereby the “chuckholes” and other difti- 
culties tobe met with in driving to and 
from the city can be obviated. @ muni- 
cipal authorities are pu y held responsible 
for matters such as this, which are placed 
within their exclusive charge, and the large 
amount of taxes collected certainly justifies 
the public in assuming that we will make 
the streets roads within the city limits 
not only passable, but smooth enough to 
make driving safe, if not pleasant. Com- 
munities are judged a great deal by the con- 
dition of their highways, and certainly 
nothing would eonduee more to the benefit 


of our city than that of maintaining good 
ee from every direction. espe- 
cially call the earnest attention of your hon- 


orable body to this matter. 
OPENING STREETS. 


Experience has demonstrated that it is no 
easy task to open or widen a street against 
the wishes of property-owners who are dis- 
posed to litigate and to obstruct. But the 
public interest — the opening of new 
streets, and that the work should be pushed 
rapidly, as well as efficiently. In my 
opinion it is a mistake to suppose ‘that 
property can hereafter be purchased for less 
than the present ruling prices, and we have 
already sustained severe loss because of the 
failure to open Los Angeles street. At one 
time the proceedings progressed so far that 
awards were made which ought to have 
been satisfactory, and which were acquiesced 
in, | believe, by the persons to whom the 
damages were awarded; but, unfortunately, 
those within the assessment limits werg 
discontented, and the result was the in- 
auguration of new proceedings. The ex- 
tension of Los Angeles street should receive 
your earnest attention, and the legal adviser 
of the city will no doubt do his utmost to 
procure a speedy adjustment by the court of 
any differences which may arise between 
the municipal government and the persons 
whose property is to be taken. The latter 
should, of course, be adequately com- 
pensated, but they should not be permitted 
to subordinate the city’s interests to their 
own.

erty-owners interested to a matter of great 
importance. Court street should be opened. 
The county is about t6 erect a new tourt- 
house. A passage from the business center 
to that building, when finished, would be a 
public benefit. ° 

I also suggest the in gg of opening 
Commereial street, to Sands. The ever-in- 
creasing population demand short routes in 
the interest of business; the only way to ac- 
complish this is to open the streets. 


NEW CHARTER. 


{ cannot refrain from calling your atten- 


tion to the fact that there is a great and 
pressing necessity for the enactment of a 
new charter. It seems somewhat difficnlt 
to prepare one which will be satisfactory to 
the people to-whom it must be submitted, or 
even to its framers, yet it must be that suct 
an instrument can be prepared, and I think 
that energetic and intelligent management 
will enable us to secure the cobperation of 
those whd are interested in cities of the’ 
class to which we belong, so that we may 
be afforded thé requisite means to establish 
and maintain the many improvements which 
the deniands of the time are hourly sug- 
gesting. The Legislature is about to con- 
vene, and I suggest that you adopt the 
most efficient mode which ean be suggested 
to promote the passage of a law which will 
permit us to adopt a new and more satisfac- 
tory charter. 1 have already mentioned 
the consition of the streets, also the 
difficulties incident to the construction of 
sewers and the opening of new thorough- 
fares. ‘These matters are sufficient of them- 
selves to demonstrate that we require a new 
and more liberal charter. In case we fail 
to procure a charter in the way now per- 
mitted by the Constitution, it might be 
desirable for our representatives in the 
Legislature to gen an amendment of the 
Constitution which would allow cities of a 
population equal to our own to elect a board 
of freeholders who should be empowered to 
prepare and submit a charter under similar 
restrictions as that now provided in the case 
of cities of 100,000 inhabitants and over. I 
believe such an amendment to the Constitu- 
tion would prevail, because it does not seem 
reasonable that the privileges of local self- 
government should be given merely to cities 
containing as many as 100,000 inhabitants. 
Los Angeles city, as well as those munici- 
palities in the State containing a similar 
number of inhabitants, ought to have a 
right to provide their own method of goy- 
ernment. 
THE NEW LEVEE. 

The citizens of that portion of the 
city which has heretofore been flooded, 
have displayed great activity in taking 
proper means to protect their homes, and a 
right of way along the bank of the river 
has been granted to the Riverside, Santa 
Anaand Los Angeles Railroad Company, 
and the grant iscoupled with the condition 
that a levee shall be in part constructed by 
that company,and shall be maintained in suc 
a manner as to render it\improbable, if not 
impossible, that we will again witness the 
scenes of distress and misfortune which ac- 
companied the last flood. 1 believe that the 
day is not far distant when it will become ad- 
visable to locate all the various railroads 
which pierce our city, in the neighborhood of 
the bank of the river. Alameda San Pedro 
streets would undoubtedly be much im- 
proved if the railroad tracks now existing 
there were removed. Ido not think it ad- 
visable to piace the title to the lands upon 
the margin of the river in such a condition 
as to prevent the city from giving a right of 
way to other railroad companies in the same 
locality. It will be your duty to watch the 
construction of the levee, and see that those 
to whom the privilege of using the publie 
domain has been granted comply strictly with 
their contraet. This, no doubt, they will do, 
but as publie agents, we should see to it that 
no obligation incurred by any one in favor of 
the city is left undiseharged, or is in any 
way avoided. 
CHARTER LIMITATIONS ON EXPENDITURE. 

Section6 of article 2 of the present char- 
ter provides that the Council may delegate 
to the Superintendent of Streets such power 
as it may see fit regarding the making of re- 
pairs and improvéments upon the streets and 
other public grounds, when the expenditure 
therefor will nodexrcced the sum of $200. Sec- 
tion lof article 12 of the same instrument 
provides in effect that the municipality shall 
not be bound by any contract unless made 
in writing by order of the Council and 
signed by the proper officer, but that a liabil- 
ity not exceeding $300 may be created by the 
Council or Mayor and Council. 

In making disbursements with reference 
to the public streets especially, it would be 
well to keep these provisions im view, as I 
believe they have been heretofore in many 
instances inadvertently violated. hese 
statutory limitations, as well as that section 
of the Constitution which prohibits the in- 
curring of any indebtedness beyond the in- 
come and revenue provided forthe current 
year, are wholesome restrictions which can- 
not be without serious results, 
not only to the person vioiating them, bus to 
the public. 

PUBLIC PARKS. 

Steps should at once be taken by your hon- 
orable body to lay out and improve the 
Seventh-street Park, the East Los Angeles 
Park, and the more extended grounds which 
have been dedicated to the public use, and 
which are located in the hills to the north of 
the city. The increased population, and 
culiar surroundings incident to eity life, 
render such resorts not only healthful for 
permanent residents, but' they also tend in 
no small degree to attract strangers, and to 
beautify the general appearance. No town 
of any size can be considered thoroughly 
equipped if it does not possess improved, |- 
pleasant public parks. I feel confident that 
the universal desire will be gratified if you 
devote a great deal more care and attention 
to this subject than has hitherto been be- 
stowed upon it. 

CITY HALL. 

The absence of proper municipal accom- 
modations for public officers and for city 
business is a matter of general comment. 
Efforts have been made to construct a City 
Hall, and you: are all well aware of the un- 
fortunate condition of affairs which left Los 
Angeles city in possession of a large exca- 
vation at the corner of Second anc Ms 
streets with no immediate de- 
voting it to the object originally in view. 
We have at our disposal for City Hall pur- 
poses a valuable and well-situated piece of 
ore. By the recent sale of property at 

he corner of Spring and Second streets for 
$10,000, we have a sufficient amount to en- 
able us to carry on and continue the in- 
tended work. Too much care cannot be 
taken in preparing the plans and specifica- 
tions for the new City Hall. In the con- 
struction of our private dwellings or build- 
ing of our business blocks we ordinarily ex- 
ercise great a not only to. pro- 
tect ourselves from the mistakes of architects 
and builders, but also to see that we are 
working within our means. And if it be 
true, as I think it is, that the person who 
holds a public office is exercising a character 
of trust which is not only difficult, but which 
requires the greatest care and good faith, we 
should devote as much time, if not more, to 
the matter thus intrusted to us than we 
would to affairs purely personal. 
PUBLIC SCHOOLS. 

The influx of population is so great that i 
has been impossible for our Board of Edu- 
cation to furnish school facilities for the 
children wishing to attend. eg | new 
buildings have been erected during the past 
year, but they are insufficient to meet the 
demands. Itis to be hoped that you will 
maintain the present excellent standard of 
our schools. The children of our city must 
have the advantages of a free education in 
order to make good citizens, and all the 
money properly expended for that purpose 
will meet with my hearty approbation. 

FIRE DEPARTMENT. 

Los Angeles has been particularly fortu- 
nate in having had no serious cor flagration, 
which is owing in a great measure to the 
diligence of her firemen. The paid fire de- 

artment, as introduced by our predeeessors, 
tas proven a success, and the recent intro- 
duction of the Richmond system of fire 
alarm is another movement in the right di- 
rection. You should give all necessary aid 
in maintaining the efficiency of this depart- 
ment. 

POLICE DEPARTMENT. 

Gentlemen of the Council, you have se- 
lected an honorable man for the responsible 
oftice of Chief of Police. Great care should 
be exercised in appointing the police force 
of the city. None but men of sobriety and
